THE CELTIC CONFERENCE. 


DR. MACENRI AND THE FUTURE 


OF IRISH. 


A good many delegates from Ireland, as well 
as from Scotland, Brittany, the Isle of Man, 
and all parts of Wales, and from Welsh societies 
in England and Scotland, attended the Celtic 
Conference which opened at Birkenhead yester 
day morning, under the presidency of Mr, EK. J. 
John, M.P. 

At @ reception given on Monday might by 
Mr. and Mrs. John the delegates present in 
cluded Lord Ashbourne, Rev. P. Walsh, M.A.; 
bain O'Brien, M.A.; Professor Osborn Bergin, 

F. 
Owens (Cork), Miss O'Rahilly, and Miss O'Brien 
(Dublin). 

Dr, Douglas Hyde wrote that the time had 
now come to push the claims of Celtic na- 
tionality in all ita forms, and to insist upon 
curbing that curse of Lmpire+ sympathetic 
centralisation. If the Irish had control of their 
own education, it would be conducted on quite 
different lines. If pride of race were engeadered 
ij would react on the entire nation. 

In welcoming the delegates, Mr. John referred 
to the importunce of the Celtic ples in the 
pulations of Great Britain w1 gc cáir and 

rance. The Celtic population of Great, Britain 
and Ireland was over nine millions. There were 
three-and-a-half miilions of Bretons in France; 
and if the Celts in Canada, the United States, 
and South America were counted, there was a 
total of 16,000,000 Celtie people. Of these, 
three-and-a-half millions spoke one or other of 
the Celtic languages. 

Dr. Seaghan MacEnri, Galway University, in 
a paper on the present position of the Irish 
language and literature, sketched the enact- 
ment against the use of Irish passed by England 
SN the past five centuries. The decay of the 
irish language began in the eighteenth century, 
and was due to political, educational, and eo- 
clesiastical neglect. Irish was excluded from 
the school and public services. The decay was 
helped by neglect in Churches and political 
movemencs conducted exclusively in English. 
The final blow was given by the establishment 
of so-called national schools, from which the 
Trish language and customs were rigidly ex- 
cluded. rish was now allowed to be taught, 
but education boards are still hostile, and the 
teaching of the language is so tied up with 
vexatious rules that the work is largely ineffeo- 
tive. Trish was still spoken by 000. ln 
parts of Galway 98 per cent. of the population 
speak it, while its use by many children is in- 
creasing. Under the influence of Canon 
O'Leary, Archaic Irish is being largely replaced 
by the modern tongue. The future of the 
native tongue depends upon Ireland attaining 
self-government. A sympathetic native Govern- 
ment, aided by national sentiment, might effect 
great things.

If we sought 
to lesen the things which make for 
war, must we not rid ourselves of many false 
ideals and false theories as regards international 
relationships? We must conceive, for example, 
that the same code of morals which right 
mintled people considered should exist among 
individuals should govern international relation- 
ships also, There must not be one code of 
morals for individuals and another for nations.

but differing in some important details, were 
receiving considerab’e support. . Having ex- 
| plained the objects and operations of the 
American Leagué to Enforce Peace and the 
League of Nations Society, the President said 
that if such schemes as they proposed were 
adopted, the whole public opinion of the world 
would, in the event of a dispute be made 
known to the disputants. The world was becon- 
ing more demoeratic, and, though democracies 
might not be an unmized blessing, that fact 
would tend to lessen the chance of war, and in 
creasingly so when greater efforts than hereto- 
fore were made in the schools, in the collegea, 
and in the Churches to train the young in right 
ideas as regard war and peice. It was cor 
sidered that if a league of nations was formed 
armaments would gradually be reduced. The 
necessity for large armaments wae now felt to 
be that a nation must be ready to defend iteelf 
against a sudden attack. This would be no 
‘longer necessary, as any nation In the league 
would have the combined armaments of all the 
other nations in the ang, 04 to defend it against 
any attack until after question in dispute 
had been considered by the International Court 
or Council. The question of armaments ought 
of fteelf to make the best brains in the world 
turn to the question of preventing war. The 
President, in conclusion, reiterated the hope 
expressed by Mr. Wilson that the dawn of the 
day of frank dealing and of settled peace, 
concerd, and co-operation was near at hand.

DIOCESAN COUNCIL'S REPORT. 

The report of the Diocesan Council stated 
that the amount receieed for sssessmente of 
parishes for the year ended Sist December, 
1916, was £2,718 10s. 1d., the larges§ amount 
received since 1908. The arrears due on Oth 
June last were £195 15e. 
£273 168. 2d. on the same date last year. 
amount paid for stipends (including £191 9s. 
paid for temporary duty) waa £4,988 Ss. 8d., as 
against £4,918 17a, 10d. im 1915. The amount 
paid the clergy under the Supplemental 
Scheme was £620 195. 24. The amount re 
quired from diocesan resourees for the purpose 
of raising all the stipends to a minimum of 
£200 per annum was £89 10s. 9d., and was 
charged to thie fund. The capital to the 
credit of the Diccesan General Fund was 
£10,513 7s., and the eapital to the eredit of the 
Superannuation Fund was £6,567. The surplus 
income of ‘the fund, after providing for the 
charges now on it, was very emall and alte 
gether inadequate for the purpose of Any 
grants for temporary disablement. The capital 
to the credit’ of parochial and other endow- 
menta on 3lst December, 1915, waa £50,782 
ta. Bd.. and on Silat December, 1916, £51,254 
lle. lid.—an imerease of £472 8a. 3d. 

On the motion of the Rev. H. J. Johnson, 
seconded by Mr. J. W. Bond, D.L., the report 
was adopted, 

The reports of the various committess were 
also passed, and the Synod approved of the 
Bishop Elliott scheme for the augmentation of 
clerical stipenda. 

Regret was expressed at the resignation of 
Dean Reilly as Inspector to the Board of 
Religious Education, and glamor waa Tre 
corde] of his work in that connection for a 
period of 39 years.

Labour and Peace Terms. 


Yesterday British Labour rejected the 
Stockholm Conference, and we shall hear 
no more of that insidious project. No 
man—least of all an Englishman— 
acknowledges his mistakes willingly ; 
and, in view of the Government's 
irritating blunders, we could hardly have 
expected a graceful admission of error from 
the Trades Union Congress at Blackpool, 
It was angry about the refusal of passports 
for Stockholm and about the Prime 
Ministers treatment of Mr. Henderson. 
In the former matter, as most people will 
think, the Government acted in the urgent 
interest of the realm; in the latter it 
showed an unhappy lack of tact and dis. 
cretion. The Trades Union Congress re- 
venged ‘itself by accepting the inevitable 
with a very bad grace. It gave notice that 
it was still faithful to the idea of an in- 
ternational conference, and that, when such 
a conference was arranged, the Government 
would withhold passports at its peril. 
Nevertheless, the British working-man al- 
ways recognises facts. He recognises that 
an international conference can be useful 
only if a general agreement of aim has 
been reached among the working classes 
of the Allied nations, and that no such 
agreement exists at the present time, The 
recent Inter-Allied Conference of Socialists 
in London was a dismal failure; no 
attempt to repeat it is at all likely to be 
maide in the near future. In the mean- 
while the Congress has repudiated Stock- 
holm, and the fact of this repudiation is 
far more important than the manner of it, 
On three occasions in the last few weeks 
British Labour has voted on the question 
of sending delegates to Stockholm. On 
the first occasion the vote was overwhelm- 
ingly in favour of representation. On the 
second occasion Stockholm was supported 
by ‘the small majority of 3,000 votes. 
Yesterday the Trades Union Congress— 
the most authoritative voice of Labour in 
these countries-—-rejected Stockholm by 
2,849,000 votes against 91,000. This is 
also, we must dilow, a vote for an inter- 
national conference at some future date

Primarily, however, as Germany will be 
the first to realise, it is a vote for “ getting 
on with the war.” 

British Labour has many claims and 
some legitimate grievances, We know that 
mischievous influences are at work in the 
great centres of industry, and that the 
professional “ pacificists ” are doing their 
best to promote class hatred in the name 
of “democracy.” We know, too, that a 
dangerous lack of discipline has been im- 
pairing for some time the authority of 
the more or less moderate men who are 
the elected heads of the trade union 
organisations. After’ the war these 
problems may become acute, and may test 
all the strength of our institutions and 
all the wisdom of our statesmen. We have 
never ceased to believe, however, that the 
great body of British Labour is prepared 
to save its country before it tackles ques- 
tions of national or international reform. 
The British working-man is no diplo- 
matist, but he has a sound grasp of the 
two great facts of the present sttuation. 
One is that an inconclusive peace must 
mean another great war in thé near 
future ; and the other that the first condi- 
tion of a conclusive peace must be the 
destruction of German autocracy. An in- 
conclusive peace would impose on the 
British working-man burdens that he 
loathes, and would deprive him of rights 
and privileges for which he has an almost 
passionate regard. If peace is to begin 
under the shadow of another war, then 
military conscription has come to stay. 
Another war will mean another relaxation 
of trade union rules and conditions of 
employment. British Labour, having 
made so many sacrifices during the last 
three years, is resolved that they shall 
not have been made in vain. When it is 
told that its first thoughts should be for 
international democracy it feels that 
international democracy must come after, 
not before, national security; and it can- 
not have national security unfil German 
Imperialism has been broken. The Trades 
Union Congress received yesterday an 
object-lesson of the most pitiable kind in 
the letter of greeting from a conference of 
Russian Socialists. At a moment when 
their armies have evacuated Riga and their 
very capital is in danger these incurable 
visionaries declare that “ Russian demo- 
cracy’’ is fulfilling “its revolutionary 
duty " by “the overthrow of autocracy.’’ 

British Labour has received yet another 
illustration of the folly of a peace that 
would spare German militarism. We have 
ho reason to doubt the genuine character 
of the correspondence between the German 
Emperor and the late Tsar which the 
keepers of the Imperial Russian archives 
have given to the New Vork Herald. These 
telegrams prove the Kaiser to have been 
implacable and treacherous plotter 
England at the very time when

were most profuse. At the end of 1904 
he proposed a league of Germany, Russia, 
and France against England: France was 
to know nothing about it until the last 
moment, when the Tsar's pressure was to

Japan. The new Machiavelli advised him 
to put all the responsibility on the Duma, 
“thus leaving the odium of decision to 
the country.” “I should fancy it an ex- 
cellent procedure,’ he said, “to submit 
the question to the great Duma.’

can conjure up the Kaiser's scornful smile 
as he wrote these words. He knew well 
that the Tsar's Ministers could impose 
their will on that mockery of a Russian 
Parliament, just as his own Ministers, 
from Bismarck to Michaelis, have imposed 
their will on what has been, and is at this 
moment, the mockery of a German Parlia- 
ment, It is this false and unscrupulous 
tyrant with whom we are asked to make 
a peace that would not impair in the 
smallest degree his power for mischief. 
We are asked to believe that, if we spare 
German autocracy, a German Parliament 
of puppets, ©n whom it will put the 
“odinm” of its decisions, will protect 
us from its future designs of world.

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New Zealand. 


At one time in the Money Market New 
Zealand had the reputation of having bor- 
rowed up to the high-water mark of her 
credit: her debt amounted approximately 
to £70 per head of her population. ‘That 
was more than 4 generation ago, before 
the inauguration of the frozen meat trade 
with the United Kingdom. The perfec. 
tion of refrigerating machinery brought 
out the real resources of the Dominion as 
a grazing country for the best edible 
sheep, as distinct from those which are 
bred for wool. The trade of New Zealand 
has increased annually since then, but it 
was left for the outbreak of the war and 
the new requirements of the Imperial 
Giovernment to draw out the tremendous 
producing power of a Dominion whose 
population is little more than a million. 
We have before us the details of the 
operations of New Zealand's Department 
of Imperial Government Supplies, cover- 
ing the two years ended in March, 1917. 
This Department was constituted for the 
purpose of taking charge of the business 
connected with the “ requisition” by the 
Imperial Government of the entire output 
of frozen meat available for export from 
New Zealand. The purchases have been 
in the two years 1,515,788 quarters of 
5,279,408 ecarcases of mutton, 
“other 
meat’ (in 60lb. carcases), 198,611. The 
payments for this produce amounted to 
£15,800,701. Cheese to the value of 
£1,547,408 was shipped. in the same 
period, varying in cost. from 7jd. f.o.b. 
at first, to Od. later. The namber of 
crates was 155,845. It ia refreshing to 
learn that we have other sources of con. 
densed milk supply outside Switzerland : 
the comparatively small shipment of 
19,008 cases, of the value of £21.481, is 
only for the four months from Novem-

Harvest Problems. 


The problem of providing labour for the 
harvest is the most urgent of the hour. 
We publish to-day a statement by 
Sir Thomas W. Russell, in the course 
of which he says that it is yet too 


potato crops have been damaged by the 
recent bad weather, but he promises that 
inspectors’ reports will soon give “a re- 
liable picture of the state of affairs.

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DUBLIN MILK SUPPLY. 
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A VALUABLE SUGGESTION. 


ELECTROCUTING MILK 
MICROBES. 


The exhibits of milk arranged by the Womens 
National Health Association formed one of the 
most educative features at the Mansion House 
during Dublin's Baby Week, and the problem 
of the milk supply is one to which the Assecia- 
tion has given much attention. An official of 
the Association yesterday pointed out that the 
matter had several aspects, and though she was 
not prepared to offer any opinion as the general 
and considered one of the Association, she 
enumerated several of the factors involved. in 
the first place, the supply was now short, and 
produced under expensive conditions, while 
another point that had to be kept in mind was 
that it was wise to encourage the production of 
malk under good conditions by paying ag 
price for it, though she admitted that the pay- 
ment of a high price was no guarantee that 
better milk would be secured. in the present 
dearth what was bought was just “milk,” and 
one quality sold as well aa another. Of course, 
the main consideration was the welfare of 
children, and she made the valuable suggestion 
that children should be given first call on the 
supply of milk, and that adults should be con- 
tent with separated milk, which had at least 
half the food value of full milk. It is obvious 
that adulte do not depend for nutrition on milk 
to anything like the same extent as children do. 
In order to equalise supplies throughout the 
year the use of dried milk must be encouraged. 
Dried milk was clean, though not sterile, and 
was usable after being kept every six manthe. 
In Liverpool the “shocking” of milk by elec- 
tricity to kill bacteria had been tried with suc- 
cess. Some fifty gallons of milk a day was now 
being supplied at 4d. per quart to the baby 
clubs of Women National Health Association 
and the Infant Aid Society for distributian, but 
that was just a drop in the ocean. 

MILK DEPOTS. 

Our informant traversed the assertion which 
has been made and repeated, to the effect that 
the Corporation have no powers to establish 
milk depots. Under the Notification of Births 
Act, 1915, the Corporation had power to raise a 
raie for that purpose, though they could not 
recoup any of the expense from the Treasury. 
She thought that if a municipal scheme were 
established for supplying milk to mothers and 
children the organisation must be made to 
serve the needs of others, provided that that 
portion of the scheme involved ao charge on 
the rates. Dublin had now the same powers 
in that respect as cities in England, HE gais 
maintain an organisation even though ib was 
run at a monetary loses. There was, of course, 
in such cases a gain eventually in the reduced 
need for hospital and sauatorium treatment and 
such like directions. 

An agricultural authority expressed the 
opinion yesterday that the only way to contest 
the position of the local dairymen, which had 
some justification in the high prices of feeding 
stuffs, was for business men to unite in organ: 
ising the milk supply of Dublin on a large 
scale, and bring in greater supplies from the 
country, where catile could be fed more cheaply. 

WHERE CONTAMINATION OCCURS. 

The purity of the milk supply is a question of 
urgent concern, and conversation with a 
bacteriologiet yesterday left one with a 
disagreeable impression of the manner in which 
milking is carried on in the city. When milk 
comes from the cow it is practically germ-free, 
and contamination occurs chiefly during the pro- 
cess of milking, Uniess the cow's flanks and 
udder are perfectly clean dirt drops constantly 
into the pail and impreguates the milk with 
bacilli. Straining merely removes the visible 
particles of dirt, but the dirt-carried germs re- 
main behind. Revolting revelations might be 
made about milking methods, and it is by no 
means the practice even to wash the hands be- 
fore commencing to milk. While city conditions 
of milk production come under condemnation in 
some quarters, Sir Charles Cameron, the City 
Analvet, blames supplies from the country more, 
If the public are to pay high prices for milk 
they are entitled to demand at least the exer- 
cise of elementary cleanliness in milk produc. 
tion. A man will groom his pony, but he 
will not greom the animal which produces the 
food from which his children's bodies are built. 
In Denmark calves are fed-on pasteurised milk 
to make them healthy, but bere so much as that 
is not even thought ef to secure the healthy 
growth of human offspring.

Until they 
have learned that their first duty is to 
fight the enemy, and not to parley with 
him, they cannot expect sturdy British 
trade unionists, whose sons and brothers 
are risking their lives in the trenches, to 
pay much attention to them when they 
talk of peace without victory. | 

The second instalment of the New York 
Herald's revelations of the intrigues be 
tween the Kaiser and the Tsar in 1905 
hardly pales in interest before the first. 
It shows, among other things, that the 
Kaiser was quite prepared to treat Denmark 
in the same manner in which he actually 
treated Belgium nine years later. Again, 
it shows hun making the most insidious 
efforts to instil doubts into the Tsar's 
mind regarding the loyalty of his French 
Ally.

respondence, or whether it was merely a 
sound intuition that led him to distrust

The incontinent abandonment by the Russian 


Army of the great city and port of Riga and 
of the Rapti front, says The Times, is an 
event of grave significance to the Allied cause. 
General Kortiloff’s prediction at Moscow has 
beon fulfilled in a week: Ho said that “if 
pur Army does not help us to hold the shore 
pf the Gulf of Riga, the road to Petrograd will 
be opened wide.” As on previous occasions, 
portions of the Army failed when ihe enemy 
siruck. The further intentions of the enemy 
ran only be surmised. They may have entered 
to winter there, 
instead of shivering on the other side of the 
marshes, as in the last two winters, 
other hand, they may do their utmost to seize 
the new naval port of Reval before the Battic is 
beset with ice, and they may also advance 
through Livonia to the line of the Pskoff Lakes. 
The possibility of a landing on the southern 
coast of the Gulf of Finland must not be ruled 
out. Transport and the lateness of tho season 
should limit their progress, but they will hardly 
be checked by troops whose constancy has been 
undermined by “ Committees,” who will neither 
fight nor obey, and who attend politica? classes 
for three hours daily; nor must we expect that 
the gallant Rumanian Army can hold up the 
Austrians on the western frontier of Moldavia 
for an indefinite period, while the Russians on 
their right are giving way. The Allies con- 
tinues The Times, must frankly face the effect 
of the Russian collapse upon the general mili- 
tary situation, for it cannot be lightly explained 
away. lis reaction upon the political ideals 
which inspire the great racies now arfayed 
against Germany is hardly less serious. We arc 
fighting to overthrow a militant autocracy, but, 
unless there is rapid improvement in Russia, 
her tragic confusion may prove to be the 
greatest blow the cause of democracy has ever 
received.

The German attack against Kizga had been

THE VOICE OF RUSSIA. 

On August 20 the Kaiser again telegraphed,

Berlin, August 20, 1005. 

“1 gather that in general the peace negotia- 
tions are going on satiefactorily, but that some 
points offer difficulty to a settlement before 
you take the final decision for peace or the 
continuation of war. The latter will be of 
far-reaching consequence, and will cost unlimited 
lives in bleod and money.

at Stockholm at the present moment could 
i not be successful, and, in the light of all the

“1. We recommend that the Parlamentary

opinion this is a fundamental condition of a 
successful Internatonal Conference.

In the opinion of your Committee, no Govern- 
ment has any right to prevent an expression of 
feeling by the working classes of its country, 
and we regard the action of the Government in 
this matter as an unwarrantable interference 
with our rights as citizens. The workers of this 
country have made enormous sacrifices in life 
and liberty, and are entitled to a commanding 
voice in the settlement of peace. We recom- 
mend that this Conference enters an emphatic 
protest against the action of the Government in 
refusing paasporta, and demands that, in the 
event of an International Conference taking 
place on the lines recommended, ro chetercle 
shall be placed in the way of the delegates from 
any country.” 

The statement was signed by the members of 
the Parliamentary Committee.

GERMAN-AMERICANS. 


The New York correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph say:—A conference of State bodies 
representing the German-Americans of New 
York State is now being held at Albany, and 
to-day | a resolution declaring unswerving 
loyalty to the United States and affirming that 
“the Germany we knew is but a memory.” Mr. 
Henry Weissmann, of Brooklyn, President of the 
Conference, was cheered heartily when he 
asked the people in Germany to relinquish all 
ideas that they are sup by American 
citizens of German blood. “That,” said Mr. 
Weissmann, “is a very dangerous delusion. 
There can be no two loyaities in the United 
States. We must give the American Govern- 
ment our undivided support.” It is estimated 
that Mr, Weissmann’s sentiments are shared by 
fully 90 per cent. of the German-Americans in 
the United States, a fact which should be widely 
understood, in view of the Kaiser's old boast, 
that he had “twenty million voters in America 
ready to do his bidding.” 


+ MORE WAR REVELATIONS. 


I understand, says the Paris Correspondent of 
the Daily Mail, that the publication of the 
pre-war correspondence between the ex-Tsar and 
the Kaiser will be followed by the disclosure of 
secret telegrams which have passed between the 
two Emperors since 1914. These despatchss sre 
in the hands of the Revolutionary Government, 
and, according to the Paris Midi, they include 
the famous telegram which the Kaiser theatric- 
ally waved when making his speech to his troops 
promising peace last year. This telegram was a 
confirmation, signed by Nicholas, of a peace 
agreement, and promised foodstuffs and labour 
io Germany. Poland was to become more than 
ever a vassal State, and the two autocrate were

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THE LOST CITY OF ATHENS. 
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FURTHER DETAILS, 
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EVIDENCE AT THE COURT OF 
INQUIRY. 

(TRESS ASSOCIATION POREIGN SPECTAL.) 

CAPE TOWN, Mownpay. 

The fact that so many lives have been saved 
from the City of Athens, the sinking of which 
was reported yosterday, must be 
tributed to the tortunate circumstances that 
the explosion ignited the oil which was car- 
med im the fovepart of the vessel, causing 
dense volumes vi sinoke, which attracted the 
aliculion of the Íooa-out ashore. Utnerwme it 
i unukeiy Lhat the boats would have remained 
aboat song enouge vo be picked up. it was 
aiver a Pwksen, uBeventiul voyage that Table 
Mountain was sighved avout noon, and as they 
unucipated getung into dock betore nightiaii, 
many passcuygers were Making their hnai pre- 
parations when a élight shock was feit, imiune- 
diately followed by a violent explosion, ‘The 
sea was calm, sud this tacilitated the lower- 
ing of the seven boats. When these were about 
& mile away the limer, which was gredualiy 
sinking by the head, made her final piunge. 
it was not long before one of the prevalent 
south-casters sprung up, and as the boats 
were leaking, the conditions became more 
serious. Moreover, the boats were mostly 
crowded, and the Lascars were apparently 
paralysed with fear. ‘The work of rowing and 
baling out, which was mainly carried “out by 
whites, was thus much hampered. 

Some of the Lascar sailors after a time were 
prevailed upon to assist, but the others, 
especially the stewards and estokers, were more 
of a hindrance than a help. Accounts are 
unanimous as to the general cheerfulness of the 
passengers, who kept singing songs and hymns 
until the last, even the children showing splen- 
did pluck. Darkness descended at about six, 
but it was after nine when a tug appeared, 
having seen the flare. From this point it was 
something like two hours before the last boat 
was picked up. It was from this last boat that 
the lifeless bodies of Mr. Duckworth, a Cana- 
dian clergyman, returning to India, and two of 
his children were taken, three others having 
previously been lost. The other occupants in- 
cluded Mr. and Mrs. Nygaard, proceeding to 
Madagascar; Miss Helen Robinson, who, after 
graduating in America, was returning to India, 
where her father is a Bishop of the American 
Fpiscopalian Church; Deaconess Caroline 
Thompson, returning to Madagascar: Miaees 
Wilson and Maguin, all missionaries: and also 
two young South African business men, named 
Fisher and More. When the boat first capsized, 
Miss Magnin was only saved by Fisher grab- 
bing her hair. Miss Thompson was lost on this 
occagion. When it eapsised for a fourth time, 
Miss Robinson sacrificed her life through insist- 
ing upon More helping Miss Wilson and Miss 
Magnin, who were fast drifting away, instead 
of trying to eave herself. Fisher also saved his 
companion, More, and others. Mra. Nygaard 
was an invalid during the voyag, but her hue- 
band, who is also missing, was & powerfully- 
built man.

five months, August to December. The Central 
Committee appointed local eub-committees to 
deal with the different Irish porte, and for Dub- 
lin all arrangements were made with the Dublin 
Corporation for the use of the Cattle Market 
and weigh-bridges on Tuesday of each w 

THE GOVERNMENT NOT READY. 

The Government waa not ready to deal with 
the cattle at the beginning of August, and 
there was considerable delay by the Food Con- 
troller in announcing prices. Early in August 
& representative of the Government Committee 
came to Dublin, and met the Central Com- 
mittee, and arranged many details, even down 
to the signing of cheques and the distinctive 
brands for the different shipments. That week, 
pore owing to the January maximum price, 

y then announced by the Food Controller, and 
partly through a glut in the British markets, 
there was a panic in the cattle trade, and 
prices fell below the maximum price fixed for 
September. Then, and not till then (15th 
August), the. London Committee wrote to the 
Central Committee that there was no price 
fixed to be paid for Army cattle, and that the 
Central Committee had mistaken a maximum 
price for a fixed price. The Central Committee 
at once protested that the accepted basis of 
their echome was a fixed price, publicly an- 
nounced, so that the producer and dealer could 
trade fairly, without any undue middle profits. 
Since then two meetings of the representatives 
of the Central Committee have been held in 
London with the Gevernment Committee, when 
an alternative basis of working at a price to 
be announced weekly, in accordance with the 
market fluctuations, was proposed. A further 

roposal of buying the cattle on a commission 

asis, as in England, was made, and practicaily 
acreed on, the mombere of this Committee to 
be nominated as chairmen for their various 
districta in Ireland. Neither of these proposals 
has been adopted, and tho Government have 
now intimated to the Committee that they de 
not intend to purchase the cattle through them, 
but through their own buyers. 

The Central Committee are satisfied that 
there waa not any misunderstanding, and that 
the abandonment of the scheme ie not due to 
any breach of faith by them or their represen- 
tatives. Aa one of the main objecta of the 
Committee has been to insist that the number 
of Trish cattle required by the Government 
should be paid for, and delivery taken in 
Ireland, and as they are awere that a strong 
effort wae made in favour of buying Irieh cattle 
after landing in England, inatead of at the 
Irieh centres. they bee to imprese on Irish 
cattle feeders and breedera the necessity of 
vigilance and organisation in defence of their

IRISH AGRICULTURAL 
PROSPECTS. 


Sir Thomas W. Russell, M.P., Vice-President 
of the Department of Agriculture, etated to a 
representative of this paper yesterday that it 
was yet too soon to say to what extent the corn 
crop and the potato crop have been damaged 
by the recent bad weather. Reports were, how- 
ever, to be soon supplied by tae Departanent’s 
inspectors, which would give @ trustworthy 
picture of the etate of affairs á 

With regard to next year's tillage, the Vico- 
President said that the Department had taken 
possession, under the Defence of the Realm Act, 
of bundreds of agricultural holdings, the tenants 
of which were in contempt for not having com- 
plied with the Order last spring to cultivate 10 
per cent, of the area of the arable land in their 
possession. ‘These, men would have to make 
good their default in the — season, and 
cultivate 5 per cent. additional le was happy 
io say that nearly all the defaulters had con- 
sented to do next year what waa required of 
them, and ro there would not be much difficulty 
with regard to arroars. Whea these cases were 
settied, the Department would drop the Defence 
of the Realm Act, and would work under the 
provisions of the Corn Production Act, 1817, 
which was a more eflective weapon for ite pur- 
pose than the other.

S:iex,—-Will you be good enough to. allow me a 
little space in your valuable paper to welp users 
of petrol generally? Those of us who ere pct 
fortunate enough to obtain petrol without a 
permit, and sixpence per gailon Government 
tax, have often ho the makers of motor 


cars on the amount of petrol consumed per | 


mile. On taking delivery last month of my 
monthly allowance, | weighed the tine—each tin 
supposed to contain two gallons—-which were all 
different weights. .Having emptied three into a 
large tank, it occurred to me to measure the 
eontenta of the two remaining tins. I sent to 
the police station for an Imperial gallon 
measure, and a policeman, who examined the 
seals carefully to seo that they had not been 
tampered with. The seal of one tin was then 
broken, and the contenta measured 14 gallons. 
The seal of No, 2 tin was then broken, and the 
contents measured 1 gallon 64 pinte.
